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COLD  STORAGE  REPORT,  DECEMBER  1,  I960 


Commodity  summary 

Warehouse  holdings  of  frozen  vegetables  and  frozen  turkeys  were  reduced  during 
November  following  their  record  highs  of  November  1,  according  to  reports  received 
by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board*    December  1  stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  were  down  to 
l,OlU  million  pounds «    This  time  last  year,  907  million  pounds  were  in  storage 
while  the  December  1,  1955-$9  average  is  866  million  pounds.    Stocks  of  broccoli, 
brussels  sprouts,  carrots,  cauliflower,  mixed  vegetables,  and  french  fries  increased 
during  November  but  these  gains  were  offset  by  seasonal  reductions  in  stocks  of  the 
other  vegetable  items •    December  1  stocks  of  turkeys  totaled  213  million  pounds— a 
drop  of  69  million  from  a  month  earlier.    This  reduction  was  the  largest  ever 
reported  and  brought  stocks  well  below  the  record  December  1  stocks  of  220  million 
pounds  in  1957*    Total  poultry  holdings  at  355  million  pounds  were  60  million 
pounds  less  than  a  month  earlier o    The  unprecedented  reduction  in  turkey  holdings 
was  partially  offset  by  net  gains  in  stocks  of  broilers  or  fryers,  roasters  and 
henso    December  1  total  poultry  stocks  were  still  3  percent  larger  than  average  and 

1  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier*    Red  meat  holdings,  on  the  other  hand,  were 

11  percent  under  average  and  lU  percent  less  than  December  1,  1959  with  only  UlO 
million  pounds  in  storage  this  year*  Beef  totaled  I68  million  poundsj  pork,  l5ii 
million  pounds j  and  other  meats,  88  million  pounds*    The  November  net-reduction  of 

12  million  pounds  in  stocks  of  frozen  fruits  was  about  5  million  less  than  average 
and  2  million  under  the  net-withdrawal  during  November  1959 •    Stocks,  at  505 
million  pounds,  compare  with  1;89  million,  the  average,  and  U98  million  pounds 
stored  on  December  i,  1959 o    Orange  concentrate  stocks  at  Ik  million  gallons  compare 
with  the  December  1  average  of  16  million  gallons  and  21  million  on  hand  this  date 
last  year.    Shell  egg  stocks  were  reduced  to  96,000  cases,  a  drop  of  173^000  from 

a  month  earlier.    Frozen  egg  stocks  were  down  seasonally  to  88  million  pounds. 
For  the  date,  these  stocks  were  9  percent  under  both  average  and  a  jeor  earlier. 
By  December  1,  supplies  of  creamery  butter  were  reduced  to  89  million  pounds.  The 
November  reduction  of  27  million  pounds  was  about  average  for  the  date  but  stocks 
were  9  percent  less  than  average  and  almost  twice  the  stocks  of  December  1,  1959* 

General  commodity  movement 

Cooler- stored  products  totaled  3*2  billion  pounds  on  December  1,  a  reduction  of 
ij.21  million  pounds  from  a  month  earliero    During  November,  stock  gains  were  reported 
for  dried  and  evaporated  fruits,  nuts,  and  red  meats.    Seasonal  reductions  prevailed 
for  stocks  of  fresh  fruits,  vegetables,  cheese,  milk,  and  eggs.    Product  weight  in 
freezer  space  was  down  to  3ol  billion  pounds  following  a  November  reduction  of  193 
million  pounds.    Except  for  red  meats,  stocks  of  all  freezer  products  were  lowered 
during  the  month. 

Storage  occupancy  in  public  warehouses 

Utilization  of  cooler  space  in  public  refrigerated  warehouses  increased  diiring 
November  while  the  use  of  freezer  space  declined.    Cooler  occupancy  increased  by 

2  percentage  points  during  November  and  by  December  1  was  60  percent.    On  the  same 
date  last  year,  cooler  occupancy  was  57  percent  while  the  average  is  60  percent. 
Regionally,  increases  in  West  North  Central,  South  Central  and  Pacific  offset 
declines  in  the  other  regions.    A  reduction  of  2  percentage  points  brou^t  the 
December  1  freezer  occupancy  to  76  percent.    On  December  1  a  year  earlier,  freezer 
occupancy  was  7U  percent  which  also  is  the  average. 

Dairy  and  dairy  products 

Cream  stocks  were  reduced  seasonally  by  h  million  pounds  during  November.  December 

1  stocks  of  12  million  pounds  were  27  percent  above  holdings  of  a  year  earlier  and 

2  percent  above  average.    The  27-iJiillion-pound  net-reduction  in  butter  stocks  was 
about  average  for  November.    The  89  million  pounds  stored  on  December  1  con^^are 
with  U7  million  for  this  date  last  year  and  98  million,  the  average.    A  1-million- 


pound  net*»reduction  in  cheese  stocks  during  November  compares  with  29  million 
during  November  19?9  and  the  average  net  decrease  of  31  million  pounds »  December 
1  stocks  of  332  million  pounds  were  ii.  percent  above  holdings  a  year  earlier  but 
19  percent  below  average* 

Meat  and  meat  products 

The  November  net-into-storage  movement  of  red  meats  was  well  below  that  of  a  year 
earlier  and  average.    The  increase  of  9  million  pounds  compares  with  $6  million 
during  November  1959  and  93  million  pounds,  the  average.  December  1  red  meat 
stocks  of  ijlO  million  pounds  were  li;  percent  below  stocks  held  for  the  date  last 
year  and  11  percent  below  average «    The  ll-milli-on-pound  November  net  gain  in  pork 
stocks  compares  with  39  million  during  November  19$9  and  the  average  of  $9  million. 
December  1  pork  holdings  totstled  iSh  million  pounds  while  a  year  earlier ^  22U 
million  pounds  were  stored.    The  1955-59  average  is  225  million  poundSo    A  November 
net-reduction  of  h  million  pounds  in  beef  stocks  brou^t  holdings  to  168  million 
pounds o    Normally,  there  is  a  net  gain  at  this  time  of  year©    The  average  is  30 
million  pounds  while  during  November  1959>  a  net  increase  of  l5  million  pounds  was 
reported o 

Vegetables 3  juices,  and  fruits 

?^ozen  vegetable  stocks  at  an  all  time  record  high  of  1^017  million  pounds  on 
November  1,  were  down  to  l^OlIi.  million  by  December  l°-a  record  for  that  date. 
This  3"3ifiillion-=pound  reduction  was  l8  million  less  than  average  and  21  million  short 
of  a  year  earlier.    Present  stocks  compare  with  907  million  stored  on  December  1, 
1959  and  866  million,  the  December  1  average o    With  202  million  pounds  in  storage, 
December  1  stocks  of  green  peas  were  down  II4.  percent  from  this  date  last  year  and 
8  percent  from  average.  The  supply  of  frozen  orange  concentrate  on  December  1  was 
ill  million  gaLlons.    Over  20  million  gallons  were  in  storage  this  time  last  year 
and  the  average  is  I6  million  gallons.    Movement  of  stocks  from  storage  during 
November  amounted  to  6  million  gallons ^  about  1  million  more  than  average  and  a 
year  earlier «    The  November  net-disappearance  of  frozen  fruits  was  12  million  pounds, 
about  5  million  short  of  average  and  2  million  less  than  a  year  earlier.    Stocks,  at 
505  million  pounds,  compare  with  U98  million  on  hand  December  1,  1959  and  average 
holdings  of  ij.89  million  pounds «    Except  for  frozen  apples  and  unclassified  fruits, 
stocks  of  all  items  were  lowered  during  November. 

Po^altrv;  and  poultry  products 

Refrigerated  warehouse  stocks  of  poultry  meats  totaled  355  million  pounds  on 
December  1— a  reduction  of  60  million  pounds  from  a  month  earlier o  This  reduction 
vras  nearly  double  that  during  November  1959  and  about  1;  times  the  average.  Even 
with  the  heavy  November  reduction  stocks  were  1  percent  above  December  1^  1959  and 
3  percent  above  average  for  the  dateo    Although  offset  somevjhat  by  increases  in 
other  poultry  items^  turke^r  stocks  were  reduced  by  69  million  pounds  during 
November— a  record  disappearance  <,    Warehouse  holdings  of  turkeys  to  taled  213  million 
pounds  on  December  1.    These  stocks  were  I6  percent  above  holdings  on  December  1, 
1959  and  lii  percent  above  the  December  1,  1955*59  average©    Broiler  &  fryer  stocks 
up  nearly  a  million  pounds  from  November  1,  totaled  2h  million  pounds  by  December  1. 
Nearly  27  million  pounds  were  in  storage  a  year  earlier  and  average  stocks  are  2U 
million.    Hens  (fowls)  stocks  increased  11  million  pounds  during  November  to  total 
65  million  by  December  1*    Last  year  85  million  pounds  were  in  storage  while  average 
stocks  are  75  million,    A  seasonal  reduction  in  shell  egg  stocks  of  173^000  cases 
during  November  compares  with  170,000  cases  a  year  earlier  and  the  average  reduction 
of  210,000  cases.    Only  96,000  cases  remained  in  storage  on  December  1  which  compare 
with  297;j'^00  cases  on  December  1,  1959  and  average  stocks  of  319^000  caseso  Frozen 
egg  stocks  were  reduced  by  26  million  pounds  during  November©    Stocks  totaled  8b 
million  pounds  on  December  1  and  compare  with  96  million  pounds  in  storage  a  year 
earlier  which  are  also  the  average  stocks.
